next Monday, September 15. The 
board of education has reaffirmed 
its decision only after a careful 
review of the circumstances and 
conditions which prompted 
postponement from September 3 
to September 15. Particularly has 
the board of education taken into 
the statements and 
advice of various health and med- 
ical authorities. We are informed 
by the Public Health Department 
that there has been a steady de- 


cline in the number of polio cases 


during the past weeks, that only 
two cases have been reported in 


the city of Atlanta since Sseptem- | 
ber 1 and that neither one of these | 


actually became ill during Sep- 
tember. This indicates a most 
gratifying situation and points to 
a definite decline in the epidemic.

Rail Stoppage Unlikely 

President Roosevelt on Wednesday appointed 
a five-man board to investigate difference over 
wages between the railroads and their em- 
ployes. The rail brotherhoods have, by mem- 
bership-wide vote, authorized a strike. 

However, the brotherhoods, because of the 
railway labor act, must delay any strike for 
30 days, in order to provide time for mediation. 
The President has instructed his new board 
to report to him within that time. 

It is understood in Washington that officials 
of the rail brotherhoods have assured the 
President they will abide by the findings of an 
impartial board of arbitration. Thus there is 
little likelihood of actual stoppage of the rail- 
roads by strike.

WHERE THE FARMER STANDS 
(From The Fayetteville Enterprise.) 

Fred S. Sexauer, president of the Dairymen’s 
League Co-operative Association of New York, 
recently made this sane observation on the agri- 
cultural price problem: “Prices must now be 
fixed to give proper and realistic recognition to 
costs. In view of increased commodity prices, 
increased cost of producing milk and higher con- 
sumer purchasing power, it is now necessary to 
establish sound price relationships in the interest 
of the preservation of agricultural assets and to 
support the national credit structure.” 

The farmer isn’t making unreasonable de- 
mands. According to official goverhment re- 
ports, the purchasing power of factory workers 
is now at record levels, and the incomes of these 
workers have increased much more than the cost 
of living. The farmer, on the other hand, is 
getting little more for what he sells—yet must 
pay greatly increased wages to his help, and 
must pay soaring prices for everything he buys. 

This situation cannot go on for long if mil- 
lions of farm families are to be saved from dis- 
asier. The farmer must have and is entitled 
to a return that will meet his abnormal -costs 
of production.

individual view is both a challenge and an opportunity It is an 
opportunity in that it carries the assurance that thousands of read- 
ers, accustomed to finding here the whimsical, caustic, hue 
morous and—above all—thoughtful of current events 
In Ralph McGill's inimitable ant least begin to read it, 
It is hoped that all Georgians will in reality read this effort in 
full, for it is of Georgia that I write. I do so as a native as 
a ‘‘furriner’—and as one in close touch, through business relations, 
with every section and every type of citizen in our state Were I 
lo give these thoughts a title, that title would be “An Indictment 
of Georgia’s Leadership.” This does not merely mean political 
leadership, as so many of us assume when we seek to find a “whine 
ping boy’ on whose back we may lay the lashes of our troubles. 
In addition to political leadership it means our financial, industrial, 
commercial, agricultural and labor leadership. Yes ... our ree 
ligious, educational and cultural leadership, too—-and that includes 
the press. One and all, they share the responsibility 
And that responsibility dates back two centuries ago when fine 
Anglo-Saxon people began development of this healthful, fertile 
and potentially wealthy section. In that period, by exploiting its 
timber and denuding its soil—first by slave labor, and later by an 
abundant surplus of cheap, unskilled labor—we produced great 
wealth. Results of our endeavors are plainly written into the rece 
ord. Our textiles have flourished and excelled; climatic advantages 
and low-cost living for unexcelled native labor have contributed 
greatly to this progress. Excepting textiles, however. we have 
developed only isolated industries. Our varied minerals and ce- 
ramic clays, for example, are shipped elsewhere for processing into 
finished goods. Our agriculture—-the source of Georgia’s wealth, 
culture and influence as the “Empire State of the South” for the 
last century—has languished since 1920 into a mere means of 
existence for the average farmer. 

We buy meat, poultry, dairy, grain, canned vegetables and other 
products outside the state each year in amounts greater than the 
combined values of our own so-called “cash” crops. Yet we could 
produce nearly all of these things at home without giving up our 
present crops. We import hundreds of millions in industrial goods 
at prices fixed by high living and labor costs in eastern and mid- 
western industrial centers. This can only mean a net operating 
loss each year to the average farmer in Georgia and therefor® for 


the state as a whole. 
EXPENSIVE GOVERNMENT Furthermore, we operate state 
and loca: governments at an 
annual cost of approximately $100,900,000—a sum roughly equal 
to our total industrial payroll, or equal to the aggregate a erage 
yearly value of Georgia’s principal cash crops; namely. . 
tobacco and peanuts, for the last 10 years. Our government is not 
only more expensive than any poor state can afford. but we have 
not been getting our money’s worth. Troubled by the outmoded. 
vacillating and uncertain policy of taxation, wealthy citizens and 
wealthy enterprises of our state have moved to more hospitable 
commonwealths—and those outside our borders have elected to 
stay away from Georgia. 

While other states—some of them our close neighbors-—have 
made their laws inviting and have thus built up industry, we have 
fought factional battles at home only further to reduce our in- 
dustry and diminish our opportunities for its expansion. We offer 
neither hospitality nor competitive advantages to business enter- 
prise. Beyond this the expected industrial development of the 
south has lagged measurably as the defense effort has enlarged 
existing industry elsewhere. Priority-inspired material shortage 
bids fair to curtail even existing industry and employment in the 
state. So much for a lagging industrial outlook. 

In the realm of agriculture, always

If No Man Can Make 


Him Feel Inferior 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In the current best-seller, “This Above All,” a young English 
soldier describes with eloquent bitterness the hardships he suffered 
in his boyhood. 

He is convincing enough, yet Americans who have known poverty 
and worked their way.out of it will read his complaint without 
sympathetic understanding. 

He worked as a paper boy, butcher boy and peddler. He minded 
the neighbor's children and did odd for them. Then at 14 
he became a printer’s apprentice, and after that he worked in a 
saw mill, a cotton mill, a brass foundry, a fish shop, a bicycle repair 
shop. He became expert in a dozen trades, and never once was 
fired, though often laid off because business was had. 

Now all of this means poverty, calloused hands, ugly surround- 
Ings, bad smells. Nobody would choose it as a way of life if he 
could do better. 

Yet the story of it might be the boastful] autobiography of any 
one of a thousand successful Americans. Countless youngsters, who 
will be leading citizens in a few more years, are traveling the same 
road now. 

Read the biographies of America’s great and you find but few 
who were born to wealth and luxury. Most of them came out of 
“decent poverty’’—self-respecting, clean, cheerful, ambitious pove- 
erty. So many of them sold papers or worked in print shops! 

Why the difference? Why was it so shameful and bitter and 
hateful to the young Englishman” 

It was his own mental attitude, of course: but back of it lav the 
fact that he was born into the lower class. He never could hope to 
be “as good as anybody.” He couldn't hope to be president. Climb 
as he might, he must always feel inferior

‘Dead’ Anti-Nazi French Editor 


NEW

YORK, Sept. 11.—(CINS) 
Bure, the anti-Nazi French 
editor, came back to hfe today. 
He may be “dead” to the Vichy 
government and the Berlin radio 
and press, but in fact he was dis- 
covered by this reporter today liv- 
ing quietly in New York city. 
Bure’s death notice was published 
in Vichy several months ago. 

Suffering from nervous shock 
and depression, Bure has been 
under the constant care of physi- 
cians since he arrived here about 
10 months ago. He is known as 
the poet of French politics and 
journalism. The Vichy decree last 
September depriving him of his 
‘itizenship and nationality was a 
drastic blow to his physical and 
nervous stamina, which 
physicians hope time will heal. 

Bure, former director of the

Primaries. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(/) 
The ‘Justice Department today) 
asked the supreme court to rule. 
that the Hatch act applies to pri- 
mary elections, 

In a petition filed with the court, | 
the government sought a review 
of a decision by the federal dis- 
trict court at Jacksonville, Fla., 
that primaries are excluded from 
the legislation, 

The district court cited state-| 
ments by Senator Hatch, Demo-| 
crat. New Mexico. in the’ senate 
that all provisions relating to pri- 
maries were eliminated as “clea 
proof of legislative intent.” 

Congress, the district court said, 
“no doubt possesses. power to ex- 
tend the Hatch act to nominating 
primaries” if it desires 

The litigation grew out of the 
indictment of Dennis Malphurs 
and Elzie Perry, employes of the 
Works Progress Administration, 
and D. W. Whitehurst, chief of po- 
lice at Ormond, Fla., with threat- 
ening to deprive Frank M. Strick- 
land of WPA employment unless 
he voted in the 1940 primary for 
certain candidates.
